meEPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Miss ALIcE L. Barron, of Hudson, teacher both terms. 
This district was fortunate in securing the services of so 
good a teacher as Miss Barron. The classes, at the exam- 
ination, gave evidence that a large amount of useful in- 
struction had been imparted. And Miss Barron fully 
maintained her previous reputation of a good teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 


Miss Assy N. Faruey, of Nashua, teacher for the year. 
This is one of the largest schools in town and might be 
one of the most interesting. Thoroughness seemed to be 
the motto here. Most of the classes were well acquainted 
with what they had been over, especially those most ad- 
vanced. The order was not up to the standard. 


DISTRICT NO. IIT. 


Mr. Brinton M. Wesster, of Hudson, taught the Spring 
term. When visited, the larger part of the school ap- 
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peared well. The school-house in this district has been 
removed to a better location and thoroughly repaired. 
The work was not finished 1n season for a winter school, 
hence there has been but one term during the year. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


SumMger TermM—Taught by Miss Saran C. Mouton, of 
Reed’s Ferry. This was Miss Moulton’s first attempt at 
teaching, but she was well qualified and seemed admirably 
adapted tothe work of the schoolroom. Three visits made 
by the committee. At each visit the order was good. 

WinteR TERM—Taught by Mr. Eugene H. THrasHer, of 
Nashua. This was his first term also. At my first visit a 
portion of the scholars appeared to take more pleasure in - 
annoying ‘the teacher and disturbing the order of the 
school, than in spending their time in a profitable manner, 
At my second visit there was a marked improvement, aud 
at the close of the term the scholars present showed a fair 
degree of progress in the several branches, and the reci- 
tations were good. 

I think the people of the district should make a more 
united effort to sustain their teachers in the government 
of their pupils, and teach their children aT HOME that the 
schoolroom is the place for respectful and implicit obedi. 
ence. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


The Spring Term was taught by Miss Marcia A. ARMES, 
of Nashua. Shé was inexperienced, but labored hard, and 
with very good success. 

The services of Miss M. Erra Exuiorr, of Brockton, 
Mass., were secured for the Winter Term. Both teacher 
and scholars did well. The examination showed that the 
scholars had been studious and were thoroughly drilled. 
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DISTRICT NO. VI. 


_Awna M. Cummines, teacher. This was the only district 
in town having three terms. Judging by the respect and 
kindness shown the teacher, by parents and pupils daring 
the year, the work accomplished was satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


This school was under the management of Miss Hiua A. 
Barker, of Windham, during the entire year. Miss Bar- 
ker is a hard working, faithful teacher, and her labors were 
crowned with marked success. 


DISTRICT NO. VIII. 


The Spring and Fall Terms were taught by Miss M. 
Martena Butver, of Hudson. She appeared to enjoy the 
good will of her pupils in an unusual degree, and conse- 
quently the improvement was good. 


DISTRICT NO, IX. 


Miss Cora B. WHeEexLeEr, of Nashua, had charge of this 
school during the Spring Term. Considering the difficul- 
ty in making so small a school interesting, Miss Wheeler 
did well. Most of the classes made good progress. 

Miss Carrie Oper, of Nashua, taught the Fall Term. 
She seemed to take great interest in the different classes, 
and tried bard to make the lessons plain and interesting. | 
The order was not quite as good as it should have heen. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 


Miss Kate KE. Pricuarp, of Nashua, teacher first term. 
Miss Prichard did not give entire satisfaction in the dis- 
trict, but she had had but little experience, and the school 
was, perhaps, as good as could reasonably be expected: 
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The Winter Term was taught by Miss Ipa M. Rrowarp- 
son, of Winchester, Mass. Miss Richardson had never 
taught before, but everything went along smoothly and all 
seemed satisfied. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In closing this report your committee would say, that 
she has endeavored to give an honest and impartial state- 
ment of the condition of the schools during the past year, 
according to her best judgment. It is somewhat difficult 
to form a correct opinion of the merits and demerits of a 
school by spending only two or three half days in it dur- 
ing the term, for in some schools the deportment, at least, 
of the pupils is much better when the committee, or some 
other person, is present, and in others not as good. And 
then it is not always known what peculiar difficulties the 
teacher may be obliged to contend with. The teachers, 
generally, have given good satisfaction. And the relation 
between them and your superintendent has been, without 
exception, very pleasant. ? 

It has been deemed advisable to change a few of the 
text-books, which has been done with pleasing results. In 
presenting this report your committee is not unmindful of 
the liability to err, and would ask the charity of those who 
are disposed to be critical. She would also express her 
thanks to the teachers, scholars, and citizens generally, for 
the kindness and good will shown her during the past year.
